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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Comments 

1 . Applicant's Amendments dated 27 May 2003 have placed the AppHcation in a condition 
for allowance as written. Accordingly, the following represents a reasoned statement for 
allowability. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-11 and 13-21 are allowed, since each contains subject matter which the prior 
art does not teach or suggest. 

3. Claim 1 contains the features whereby the determination of the mineral scale deposition 
rate in a formation fluid is accomplished by placing an optical probe in contact with the fluid and 
measuring the changes in the refractive index, and in which the probe is an ATR (attenuated total 
reflectance) probe. Claims 3-10 are allowable based on their dependency upon the claim from 
which each is dependent. Claim 1 1 contains the features whereby controlling the mineral scale 
deposition rate in a formation fluid is accomplished by placing an optical probe in contact with 
the fluid and measuring the changes in the refractive index, in which the probe is an ATR 
(attenuated total reflectance) probe, and determining the on-set and rate, if any, of mineral scale 
deposition from the formation fluid as a function of the changes in the refractive index at the 
probe surface. Claims 13-20 are allowable based on their dependency upon the claim from 
which each is dependent. Claim 21 Claim 1 1 contains the features whereby controlling the

mineral scale deposition rate in a formation fluid is accomplished by placing an optical probe in 
contact with the fluid and measuring the changes in the refractive index. 



4. Applicants' Claims 1,3-11 and 13-21 are allowed based on the reasons set forth above.
